Washington, Feb. 4.—Acting on the 


advice of his physicians, Senator John 
F. Dryden of New Jersey has with- 
drawn his name as a candidate, 
for re-election to the senate of the 
Ujtlted States.

Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 
4.—A 


number of Honduran rebels recently 
organized themselves into a 
band 


in 
the 
interior of 
the 
country, 


and after securing arms marched to- 
ward the frontier of Nicaragua. Hear- 
ing of this movement, the Honduran 
government sent a body of troops in 
pursuit of the revolutionists. When 
the latter were informed that govern- 
ment troops were on their trail they 
crossed the frontier and took refuge 
In Nicaraguan territory, some of them 
even penetrating as far as Managua. 
A small body of Nicaragtian troops 
was then sent out to patrol the Hon- 
duran frontier in order to prevent fur- 
their incursions. This body of troops 
was unexpectedly attacked on Nicara- 
guac territory by a strong force of 
Honduran soldiers. The Nicaraguans 
were worsted. Many of them were 
killed in the fighting, and it is said 
that the Hondnrans shot sonie of tho 
Nicaraguan soldiers who surrendered. 
The Hondurans then came further into 
Nicaraguan territory, burning and de- 
stroying property and commuting rob- 
beries. 


President Xelaya of Nicaragua en- 


tered an energetic protest regarding 
the action of this body of Honduran 
soldiers,and demanded indemnity from 
Honduras. To this President Bonilla 
of Honduras replied by offering to ar- 
bitrate the matter. This proposal was 
accepted by President Zelaya, who 
sent a representative 
to Salvador, 


where a cour' of arbitration is now in 
session to conduct negotiations on this 
basis. Xicara?«an people, however, 
are far from content with this way of 
settling the invasion of their territory 
and the killins of their countrymen. 
They have arisen and demand repara- 
tion for this outrage by Honduran 
troops upon ihe soldiers of Nicaragua 
and upon the properties of Nicaraguan 
citizens.

Scenes Enacted. 


Paris, Feb. 4.—The French Apos- 


tolic Catholic church was inaugurated 
Sunday at the old Barnabite monas- 
tery, which has been rechristencd the 
Church of the Holy Apostles. Only 
the presence of police prevented blood- 
shed. 
The announcement of the at- 


tempt to organize a schism had stirred 
up the militant Catholics, who organ- 
ized a hostile reception with the inten- 
tion of breaking up the services. Hand- 
bills were distributed containing the 
words of a popular air, describing 
Archbishop Vilatte, head of the Inde- 
pendent Catholic movement in Amer- 
ica, as an American monkey whom M. 
Briand, minister of public instruction 
and worship; desired to make a 
French pope. 
Thousands were out- 


side the church and scores of others 
penetrated the already crowded build- 
ing. 


The interruptions commenced as 


soon as Father Roussin, the pastor o£ 
the church, began his sermon welcom- 
ing the approaching Catholic inde- 
pendence and the dawning of the day 
when "all the churches of Jesus Christ 
will unite in Christian charity." When 
he thanked Archbishop Vilatte for aid- 
ing the French Catholics in establish- 
ing the first church, saying he was 
consecrated by the Patriarch of An- 
tioch, the successor of St. Peter, a 
shout in the rear of the edifice, "He is 
excommunicated!" was the signal for 
a general tumult, and Father Koussin 
finally was compelled to ask that the 
police be summoned. 


About 50 persons were 
expelled 


from the church, and quiet_was prac- 
tically' "maintainetl" until Archbisnbp 
Vilatte appeared in the altar in the 
robe and miter of an archbishop. In- 
stantly the din began again with re- 
doubled force, almost drowning his 
words. Nevertheless, he calmly con- 
tinued, saying he had been a mission- 
ary for 36 years, but no savage tribe 
had ever prevented him speaking, and 
concluding: "Even to those who inter- 
rupt and revile me, I say I will not 
excommunicate. I wish no ill. God 
be with you. Amen." A score or more 
of other persons were then ejected 
before Archbishop Vilatte proceeded 
with the celebration of pontifical mass, 
in -which he observed the Catholic 
rites.

Paris, Feb. 4.—Minister of Public 


Instruction and Worship Briand baa 
taken a more extended stride toward 
the solution of the church difficulties 
than had been expected in the most 
optimistic quarters.

Ever Known In the United States. 


Striking Features of the StraussoVilde "Music Drama," Retired From 


the Metropolitan Opera House After One Production—Perver- 


sion of a Dramatic Bible Story Pronounced is u 


Unspeakable Exhibition of Degeneracy.

NQUESTIOXABLY 
the 
most 


vivid and vital opera sensation 
ever known in the United 
States is now raging in New 


York arid rapidly spreading to the rest 
of operatic America. The sensation is 
"Salome"—the unnamed Salome of the 
Bible, the Salome of Richard Strauss' 
music, the Salome of Oscar Wilde's 
play. 


And the worst of these is the Wilde 


Salome. 


After one production at tne Metro- 


politan Opera House the Strauss-Wilde 
"music drama" has been retired, so far 
as that institution is concerned. But it 
was not prohibited by the police au- 
thorities nor tva? its sudden suspension 
due to public protest. Most remark- 
ably, "Salome" got its quietus through 
a pen stroke from the secretary of the 
opera house directors, half a dozen 
millionaires who are the principal own- 
ers of the property. These men, head- 
ed by J. Pierpont Morgan, instructed 
their secretary to notify Herr Conried, 
director of the opera house, that "Sa- 
lome"' was objectionable and detri- 
mental to the best interests of the 
house. '"We therefore protest against 
any repetition of this opera," was the 
ultimatum. 


And it is said that Miss Anne T. Mor- 


gan, daughter of the famous financier, 
induced her father to lead the fight 
against the opera. 


Being under contract with Strauss, 


the composer, Herr Conried raay pro- 


| pulses could imagine. Here is the 


j story as told in the fourteen^ chapter 


I of Matthew: 


j "For Herod had laid hold on John 
and bound him and put him in prison 
for Herodias' sake, his brother Thilip's 
wife. 


"For John said onto him, It is not 


lawful for thee to have her. 


"And when he would have put him 


to death he feared the multitude, be- 
cause they counted him as a prophet 


"But when Herod's birthday was 


kept the daughter of Herodias danced 
before them, which pleased Hei'od. 


"Whereupon he promised with an 


oath to give her whatsoever she would 
ask. 


"And she, being before instructed of 


her mother, said, Give me here John

In the sixth chapter of Mark the 


story is told with a little more detail. 
The name of Salome is not mentioned 
at all. For that we must turn to sec- 
ular history. 
We find that Salome 


was the daughter of Philip and Hero- 
dias. Philip was the half brother of 


.dace the opera at some other New 
York house and in several other Ameri- 
can cities, but it appears that so far 
as the Metropolitan is concerned "Sa- 
lome" is taboo. 


Practically all the New York news- 


papers pronounced the opera an un- 
speakable exhibition of degeneracy. 
Private citizens likewise excoriated it 
in the press. But the fact that these 
rich opera house owners set their ban 
against the production, though the first 
night's receipts were above $20,000, is 
highly significant 
Nothing like that 


ever before happened in this country. 


To quote a familiar advertising line, 


"there's a reason." No matter what 
may be one's individual attitude in re- 
gard to art in poetry and music, "Sa- 
lome'' as played a;id suag by Herr 
Conried's artists is inevitably offen- 
sive and shocking to the average per- 
son. 
It is calcu'ated to offend con- 


ventional senses of propriety, whether 
one be religious in the orthodox mean- 
ing or not. And for one who rever- 
ences the Bin]° and bibiical characters 
"Salome" is an affront to the very soul 
of sanctity. 


Oscar Wilde wrote the words of this

This second Philip wos 
said to be the deceutest of the whole 
tribe of Herods. He did some respec- 
table things, which cannot be said lor 
the rest of them, who were in very 
truth a miserable lot of human beasts. 
Salome's husband died in the year 34 
A. D., at Bethsaida, which place he 
had made into a city. So far as his- 
tory records, Salome was a decent, 
well disposed woman as things went 
in those days. 


Now, 
what does Oscar Wilde make 


of Salome? Verily the most hideously 
depraved female wretch in the chron- 
icles of fact or fiction, a physical and 
moral degenerate of the lowest type, a 
revolting and disgusting woman. 


Dramatists are not supposed to stick 


to sober fact even when writing his- 
torical plays'. 
Nobody expects that 


! Fault is not to be found with Wilde

I dramatic theme. His fault lies in the 
| things he imagined. Of these one need 


r not bpcak further. 
| The dramatist makes Salome herself

Forerunner of Christ. 


In the play as produced at the Metro- 


i politan Opera House, then, we have 


i Salom^ demanding of Herod the head 


j of John the Baptist, the man 
who 


' prophesied the coming of the Messiah. 
' She demands it because she has made 
| love to him ami he has repulsed her. 
John the Baptist was one of the most 


important characters In the Bible. He 
was the forerunner of Christ More 
than that, he was a second cousin of 
Christ. 


Yet here we have in the closing scene, 


as Mme. Olive Fremstad plays the role, 
Salome receiving the severed and bleed- 
ing head of this sacred prophet fon- 
dling it, kissing its lips and thus mak- 
ing a scene which caused many womeu 
in the audience to retire to the cloak- 
rooms in disgust. Horribly realistic, a 
papier mac-he head is handed to the 
sluger and actress and is displayed, for 
abaut twenty minutes. 


This is the supreme affront of tho 


opera "Salome" to Christian people, fol- 
lowing, as it does, the notorious "Dance 
of the Seven Veils" and the further 
exhibitions of degeneracy throughout 
the play.

Gaston Akoun fourteen years ago on 
the Midway plaisance at the Chicago 
World's fair you saw something like 
the dance in "Salome." Mme. Frem- 
stad did not perform this dance. 
It 


would have been physically impossible 
for her to have done it and the sing- 
ing. Mme. Bianca Froelich, a clever 
dancer, Tyas cleverly substituted for 
that strenuous performance. This is 
•what Mme. Froelich herself says of the 
dance: 


"It is symbolic and eastern. It is 


nothing but a daiise du ventre. As 
given in Europe it was ten times as 
sensational as it is here." 


The danse du ventre, it will be re- 


membered, was popularly called the 
"hootchie cootchie" at Chicago. Pro- 
test against it has stirred the public in 
connection with every American ex- 
position since the one at Chicago. 


A Candid Opinion. 


Mme. 
Fremstad, who sings the part 


of Salome, talks candidly about it. 


"We all realize that the theme is re- 


volting," she says. 
"Certainly it is 


not 'Parsifal.* But I am concerned in 
the art of it. Even in the opera Sa- 
lome is the worst sort of degenerate, 
but Strauss makes something more of 
her at the last, where she gets her idea 
of what love means. Her instinct to- 
ward good comes into play when she 
sees the head before her. Her feeling 
is partly passionate and partly ideal." 


This view of the character may go 


for rvhat it is worth. 
Opera artists 


have viewpoints quite removed from 
those of the- average individual. 


According to Herr Conried, the pro- 


duction of "Salome" is a great artistic 
achievement 
The world of music, it 


is said, holds this to be perhaps the 
most important music drama since 
Wagner. 
It has been produced in 


many of the European cities, notably 
at the royal opera houses of Berlin 
and Dresden, and at Milan and Turin, 
and is now in rehearsal at Vienna and 
Paris. 


Carl Burrian, who sings the role of 


Herod, says: "In Germany there is no 
feeling about it. 
Young girls go to 


this opera and enjoy it It was played 
there quite as realistically as in Amer- 
ica. Let them shorten the disagreeable 
part and make the scene with the head 
less repulsive. Fit it to people's ideas. 
I think the directors should take the 
middle ground. 
Simply make it less 


repulsive. It should be softened." 


So here we have views of the leading 


singers and actors themselves, each of 
whom out of his own mouth condemns 
the piece according to the American 
notion of propriety. 


One more statement from the pro- 


jectors of this operatic sensation may 
be quoted. Says the business manager 
of the opera bouse, ''The only religious 
personage in the work, John the Bap- 
tist, is treated with the utmost dignity 
and reverence." 


This looks to be quite the most re- 


markable view of them all. 


Musical World Divided In Its View. 
The Strauss music is in itself a sen- 


sation. The musical world is divided 
sis to its value. 
Some hold that if 


this sort of thing prevails and goes 
under the name of music, then the 
splendid art of music is doomed. Oth- 
ers proclaim the Strauss "Salome" a 
magnificent triumph, a revolution in 
the forward development of music. As 
a matter of fact, the general public 
must take it for granted either way. 


Bill Nye once said of Wagner's mu- 


sic, "It is really better than it sounds." 
This is the only loophole of escape for 
Strauss, in the opinion of many who 
have heard his ''Salome." No one de- 
nies, however, that the composer has 
interpreted with most amazing and 
audacious fidelity the meanings of Os- 
car Wilde, word for word. If idea or 
suggestion can be translated into mu- 
sic, Richard Strauss has done it. Some 
persons who know music when they 
hear it are loud in declaring that the 
Strauss score is equally degenerate 
with the Wilde book. 


As there are no words in any lan- 


guage to express certain ''symbolic" 
suggestions, so there appear to have 
been no musical instruments to ex- 
press the Strauss interpretations of 
parts of the Wilde ''Salome" Accord- 
ingly, several new instruments, some 
of them fearfully 
and 
wonderfully 


mr.de—like tho sounds they produce— 
had to be invented for this production. 


Miss Julia Marlowe and E. H. Soth- 


ern have in their repertoire a drama 
Called "John the Baptist," in which the 
Salome as played and danced by Miss 
Marlowe is by no means so degenerate 
as the character in the opera. Never- 
theless, the play does not seem to 
please New York. It is more than 
probable that the western world of the 
twentieth century is not yet ready for 
the dramatic presentation of a sacred 
theme, particularly when it is pervert- 
ed to the putridity of the degenerate. 
Art is not art when it becomes unnat- 
urally indecent. 


In fact, there appears to be little 


likelihood now that "Salome" will be 
permitted anywhere in the United 
States.

There is little Jikelihood that there 


will be opposition to his nomination 
should Governor Harris still possess 
the vigor and feel disposed to make 
the race a year hence. Larger politi- 
cal affairs are of deeper concern in 
Ohio than the choice for governor. Be- 
ing eligible, in position for indorse- 
ment of his administration, and not 
awry with any factional element, the 
nomination of Governor Harris would 
not arouse factional feeling in the 
choice of a candidate 
for governor, 


leaving all that in reserve for the 
greater contest in prospect. "Without 
having to engage in a titanic struggle 
for the 'head, at least, of the state 
ticket, so much more energy may be 
expended on the selection of delegates 
at large to the national Republican 
convention, with all its complications 
over presidential endorsement and 
senatorial succession.

"Too soon to talk about it," is the 


feftson given by some 
party work- 


ers when an effort is made to draw 
them out for expression as to their 
personal preferences. But time slips 
by rapidly and such an answer can't 
stave off open decision much longer. 
It is not more than IS months until 
the next national Republican conven- 
tion. In 1S96 the candidacy of Wil- 
liam McKinley was an actuality cf 
four years' standing, that did not show 
a different phase for renomination in 
the four years that followed. In 190-1 
it was known two years in advance 
that Roosevelt would be a candidate, 
while other aspirants were talked 
about as "presidential possibilities" to 
keep their booms fresh in the public 
mind for 1908.

This presidential problem is not

Emerson of Belmont county, who waa 
ierving his second term, was a polit- 
ical sensation of the first magnitude, 
It is hinted that the matter is not yet 
at its final issue, although it is a 
closed incident so far as the supreme 
court is concerned. The court record 
does not go into the 
circumstances 


leading up to the change. It merely 
shows the resignation of Emerson and 
the appointment of J. G. Obermyre of 
Cincinnati, who was Emerson's chief 
clerk, to fill the vacancy, which will 
continue until the next election. The 
examination of Emerson's books by 
the examiner of the state auditor's 
office will cover th« entire five years 
of Emerson's incumbency. 


Mr. Obermyre is 14 years old, a 


graduate of the Cincinnati law school, 
and practiced law in Cincinnati.

The state board of health has out- 


grown its quarters in the new addition 
to the capitol. The rooms assigned to 
it are not large enough to accommo- 
date the engineering department and 
the laboratory, so Secretary Probst 
rented temporarily two rooms in the 
Harrison building, to which the engi- 
neering department will be removed. 
Other state departments 
have been 


obliged to seek quarters outside the 
state house and annex. Among them 
are the fish and game commission; the 
state oil inspector, the state railroad 
commission and the commission 
to 


codify and revise the laws of Ohio. In 
all probability agitation will ensue for 
another annex to the capitol, or proba- 
bly two wings, one on the north and 
one on the south, as proposed some 
years ago. 
* * * 


Governor Harris gives careful at- 


tention to all complaints that reach 
him concerning state institutions. It 
is said that no other governor ever 
looked into such complaints so thor- 
oughly. In his experience he has re- 
ceived more complaints, formal and 
informal, about the management 
of 


hospitals and institutions maintained 
by the state for its unfortunates, than 
were ever filed in the executive office 
in the same length of time. He feels 
that as head of the state government 
it is his duty to see that they are prop 
erly managed. Following out this pol- 
icy, especially since the Newburg in 
vestigation, the governor has 
been 


conducting private investigations 
of 


all the hospitals for the insane in the 
state. His* method is to refer to the 
trustees of each various complaints 
made to him, thus giving each board 
the chance to do its own investigat 
ing. This method, which he tried at 
the Cleveland and Columbus hospitals 
he also followed with hospitals al 
Dayton, Toledo, Massillon, Cincinnati 
(Longview) and Athens. He keeps his 
own counsel closely, respecting what 
if anything, is to follow these private 
investigations. 
To get at the bottom 


of things he frequently consults H. H 
Shirer of Tiffin, secretary of the state 
hoard of charities. He is the one man 
in the state whose duty it is to actual- 
ly keep in close touch with the admin- 
istration of all state institutions. He 
must also know what is being done in 
other states and countries. In a word, 
he is the state's charity and institu- 
tion expert. When an investigation is 
made Mr. Shirer is always there. If 
it is the trustees of the questioned In- 
stitution who conduct the inquiry, he 
attends under orders from the gov- 
ernor and practically directs it.
